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Federal Aided Housing for 
Groups Is Started

lhe \merican federation of Labor extends ifs con- 
gratulations to Nathan Straus who has accepted the office 
of administrator of the United States housing authority, 
to which he w appointed by President Roosevelt, and 
who has now assumed the responsible functions connected 
with that important office 


lhe Wagner housing act whose administration will be | 


euided Mr. Straus, provides $530.000,.000 to be used 
for low cost housing and slum « learan e work, Spe ifie ally 
for the benefit of those large vroups of working men and 
women whose wages are too low to pe rmit them to live in 
houses built by private industry under the profit motive 

hi a stance | ail hieved by fieans of loans to local 
housing authorities totaling $500,000,000 over a three 
year period, with an added $30,000,000 to subsidize 
federal-aided projects so as to bring the rentals down more 
nearly to the needs of the workers for whose use the 
dwellinys are constructed. 

It is estimated by the American Federation of Labor 
that the funds put at the disposal of the housing authority 
will finance homes for around 140,000 families and 
provide housing accommodations for over half a million 
people 

In addition to providing dwellings for the masses at 
reasonable rentals the housing act will revive the construc 
tion industry in all departments. It is stated that the act 
will be responsible for the expenditure of over $180,000,- 
Q00 for direct labor on the sites for the construction of 
low rent housing. This large amount will provide employ 
ment | ximately 150,000 mechanics in the building 

xt three years. 

1 large new market for building materials 
will by the expenditure of the $500,000,000 in 
loans ar wed by the housing act. Reliable authorities 
declare that over $240,000,000 will be expended for 
lumber, steel, cement, bricks plumbing and heating and 
other building supplies. Between 200,000 and 250,000 
persons will be provided with employment in the produ 
tion of this building material 

An important provision of the housing act is the one 
requiring the observance of labor standards On all con 
struction of housing done in connection with the federal 
loans, annual contributions, or capital grants authorized 
by the act. These stipulations require the payment of 
prevailing waves, the maintenance of maximum hours of 
work, and observance of workmen’s compensation laws. 
In addition, there is a stringent stipulation prohibiting 
kick-back practices. 

In this connection it is appropriate to point out that 
the Wagner housing act would not have successfully sur- 
vived the stormy attacks made on it in the last congress 
under the guise of economy, if organized labor in all 
sections of the United States had not strongly and per- 
sistently asserted its demand for a permanent housing 
program. In the languaye of the report of the executive 
council of the American Federation of Labor to the 1937 
convention of the federation, “It was a concerted and 
unanimous response from all organizations affiliated with 
the American lederation of Labor in every state of the 
nation that made it possible to overcome levislative 
obstacles at cruicial times.’ 

United States Housing Administrator Straus may be 


assured that the American Federation of Labor stands 
ready to assist him in all possible ways in administering 
the housing act so that it shall measure up one hundred 


per cent to the humanitarian principles which actuated 


those who sponsored the measure.

ports that are received at the labor 
temple headquarters, many of the 
members of local unions affiliated 
with the building trades council 
have failed to register up-to-date. 
If the workers realized the bene- 
fits to be derived from the social 
security act they would not hesi- 
tate to comply with the request of 
the federal government as the act 
states: 

For the workers’ old age, the 
social security act provides an in- 
come, payable monthly after age 
65. These payments will come from 
an old-age reserve account in the 
United States treasury, set aside 
by Jaw for that purpose. The 
amount of the payments will de- 
pend upon the amount of the 
workers’ wages from employment 
in industry and business from 
January 1, 1937, until he is 65 
years old. In order to keep a 
record of his wages, showing how 
much will be due him, the govern- 
ment sets up a social security ac- 
count for him. 

Should the worker die before he 
is 65 years old, his estate will re- 
ceive a payment equal to 3% cents 
on each dollar of wages counted 
toward benefits. If he dies after 
receiving some monthly benefits, 
these amounts will be deducted 
from the death payment to his 
estate. Workers who do not qualify 
for monthly benefits at age 65 will 
receive a lump sum equal to 3's 
cents on each dollar of the wages 
counted toward their benefits. 

Monthly payments, and_ also 


|} lump-sum payments that will be 


due in various cases. The highest 
monthly benefit the law provides 
for is $85 a month. 

To qualify for monthly benefits, 
the wage earner must be at least 
65 years old. From January 1, 
1937, until he is 65, he must have 
been paid at least $2,000 in employ- 
ment covered by the law, and dur- 
ing that period he must have 
worked some time (1 day or more) 
in each of at least 5 different cal- 
endar years. No monthly benefit 
is payable before January 1, 1942. 

To receive his monthly benefits 
after age 65, he must be no longer 
regularly employed. But if he does 
go on working, his benefits will 
begin when he does retire. Under 
the rules for calculating benefits, 
the lowest monthly payment he can 
receive, if he qualifies for monthly 
payments at all, is $10 a month. 

Over 26 million men and women 
Will benefit from this law. General- 
ly speaking, they are the workers 
in factories, shops, mines, mills, 
stores, oflices, and other places of 
business. They may be working full 
time or part time. They may work 
for more than one employer at a 
time. They may be employed by 
manufacturers to work at home. 
They may be paid by the piece’ or 
by the hour, the day, the week, 
or the month; or they may be 
working on commission. 

In certain kinds of employment, 
however, the wages do not count 
toward old-age benefits; that is, 
the law does not count wages from 
agricultural labor; from domestic 
service in private homes; from 


casual labor not in the course of | 
the employer's business; from em-} 


ployment in the crew of a docu- 
mented vessel; trom employment 
by the federal government or a 


| state or an instrumentality of 


either; from employment by a 
non-profit educational, religious, 
charitable, sciéntific, literary, or 


| humane organization; or from em- 
| ployment covered by the railroad 


retirement act.
